B:fore 
we hed finished (t he corfided it to » local 
reporter who immediately wished to, interview 
me. refused, but was simply chased If I went 
out and my room at the Hotel was beatege! if I 
stayed In, for not one but at least half a dozen 
tried to bear anything I might sey, I dise>vered 
one sitting opposlte me at table pretending to 
tead a paper, bot being suspicious I stiddenly 
arose and saw he was meking shorthand notes 
of what I ssid, not to him but to another person, 
and evidently as secn in the ridiculous sccoont 
ofthe fight as published in the Chronicle nnd 
criticivedtn the Axaminer. They (ibe reporters) 
had been “smart,” to the extreme, even to taking

Under date Octoher, aest, the Newchwang 
corremandent of the WM. C. Daily News 
writeg feta as 

No farther datalis of the crossing of the Yaloo 
end the taking of Chintenchene have reached 
us. General Sung hae retrested to Fanghuane- 
chéag, where a great battle fe exnected to take 
olece within the rex' two or three dave, Mean. 
while we hear of the lending of a Tapanese army 
at 39.000 men at Takunhen, shont 80 miter 
south-east of thir port, and a body of 7.000 


Japanese are repored to he at Pitzewn, which Ie 


on the same coast as Taknehen, hot nearer Ta- 
Henhwen Bey. Fanohnengchéng is abort 20 
milleseastef this port. Ifthe Chinese are defeated 
there, the Jananece’will march on to Llaoyang, 
which fs altaated on this river abont.75 mile« 
north of this port, and from there they will 
probably go on to Mookden, if they dare to face 
a Manchurian winter, In less than four weeks! 
Hme this river will be frezen over, Will the 
Jananese take thfs port? They ara sooth of os 
ard eat of us, and want to go north of usto 
attack Monkden, May the frost come soon and 
cool the blood of the belligarente, ‘ 

There are rumours amnnest the natives that 
General Sung has heen defeated at Fanchaang- 
chéng, and that he is falllng back on Liaoyano, 
hat this requires confirmation. Generals YI 
Yeh, and Neh were engaved In the battle at 
Chiallercheng, from which place they all 
retreated to Fénrtuangché-g. 

The next move of the Javanese ts of vital 
Importance to the resident of this town, If they 
advance and captore Fanphuangehéng, and 
fram there march to. Llaovang, this town will be 
fall’ of refugees. To take Monkden they must 
go to Liaoyang, on accourt of the range of 
monntains ‘te the east ronning down sovth to 
Lisoyane., Once Linavang is teken, Mavkden 
{eat thelr mercy, x9 there are only two or three 
thoneend soldleratheranow, The army reported 
as landed at Tsknshan, mey be Intended to 
crnas: fram there to Lianyane, and cut off the 
retreat of the army from Fénghuangechang. 
Agaln, if the Topanese dare tofgnore the Pelvang 
squadron, they may teke thle port and land sn 
vrmy here and poop in boats to Ltsnyang, Or 
In cave they make a dash for Moukden ther may 
retreat by thie river, Thie is hardly tikely, as 
by the 2oth af November this river will not be

What will the Japanese do tn the winter?

China: and Japan 
mey have halftevoured each other and 
we be none the witer, Our relations to the outer 
world are ever the same, and most amicable 
they are. The higher officlals are no doubt kept 
partislly posted in'fmonttant Imper'al affairs, 
ua the masses are bilssfully ignorant of every> 
thing, f 

The examination for “Chojén” last month 
prssed without more than s ruffle in our great 
clty, There were not sny unpleasant circom- 
stances connected with ft save, as usoal, a few 
deaths, The missionarles obtataed permission 
to distribute books to the 17.000 condidates as 
they came out of thelr cells, and did so without 
anv Inconventence whatever. Just now the 
milltary examinations are on, and some 10,000 
‘braves’ are In the city. The camp-soldiers 
here are very agrecable men, bat bave a run- 


down apvearance;as though the opium pipe had, 


‘exe'uded the musket in the repalar drill, 

The old Titai has gone and his sucessor Is 
here. Yesterday the hich Commissioners from 
Peklng left thelr quarters for down river and the 
capital, Thele investications have been carried 
on in strict secrecy, and no one knows the fate of 
the Viceroy, and thé presumably guilty parties 
under hia Jorisdictlon, I am informed that the 
Investigations were based upon a number of 
charges, the orincipal ones belng employing 
incompetent offictals, mafntetalng brd characters 
to the Inlury of the people, neglecting bls daties, 
and omitting toreport on the important salt datles, 
It {s currently reported that the Viceroy has 
made use of evil and Incompetent officials. 
There has been much disorder in several districts 
south-weat of Chdngts, and # generat slaughter 
of criminals during the past surimer the reault, 
It was ‘reported to a missionary who was 
temporarily stopping at Tsungchao, 180 ff trom 
here, that there were 31 robbers executed tn ont 
day, arid during the summer over lost thelr 
heads In this clty.’

Of 
course the revenue for Peking (s the. baring 
question. Report says the Viceroy bas not for- 
warded the revenue since bis: assumption of 
office seven years ago, I hear that he Intends 
dolng so at the end of ten years—-when be will 
send up the full emount—the -anngal revenue 
being about 1,200,000 taela, The Government,

‘TrenTsin, October agth.

They live to fight another day, and in 
the meantime the Japanese have'to stop and 
prepare for thelr next cattlons advance; with a 
well beaten enemy they would probably push on 
and selze the frulte of victory, but this Is difficult 
with a foe who does not allow himselfto be 
beaten. ! However, this ts all Liypothesis, and 
after all Song Ching may not be playing the 
réle of Fablus Canctator.
